Patik, the Polish minister in Mos- 
cow. ’ 

Without awaiting details, the note 
throws responsibility for the crime on 
Poland, alleging the Polish govern- 
menf failed to take the hecessary steps 
to curb illegal activities of the Rus- 
sian counter-revolutionaries. 

It further charges that the mur- 
der is only a new chapter of a pre- 
conceived plan against soviet * larg 
It asserts the new campaign began 
with the raid on the soviet embassy 
in Pekin, blockade of the consulate 
in Shanghai, raid on the trade delega- 
tion in London, and English break 
of diplomatic relations.

London, June 8.—The second trans- 
Atlantic dash has stirred up a hornet’s 
nest in London and is regarded as a 
“definite challenge to British avia- 
tion,” according to opinions expressed 
today. While there is no attempt 
to belittle the great feats of the 
American birdmen, an extremely bitter 
sentiment has arisen, directed chiefly 
against the air ministry. 

The ministry not only is accused of 
lack of official support, but also of 
crushing initiative by crippling civil 
flying through countless restrictions 
in an effort to maintain absolute con- 
trol of all brancLes of flying. 

It is pointed out that had the 
American trans-Atlantic planes been 
manufactured in Mngland, in all preb- 
gbility they would have been pro- 
hibited from flying more than three 
miles from the airdrome due to the 
design and construction not havimg 
been approved by the air minister. 

No little fuel is added to the blaze 
by the tame reception given Flight 
Lieutenants C. R. Carr and L. M.

Wellborn, governor of the federal | 
serve bank; James A. Héllomon; of 
The Constitution, and Congressman 
Charles R. Crisp, of Georgia, who is 
himself author of a farm relief bill.

their will, returned to Virginia with- 
out being called. District Attorney

with Felton that he was not a wit- 
ness eat, could tell the jury anything 
of value.”

When I went to work as night or- 
derly in the Greenville, S. C., hospital 
on the night of May 31, one of the 
physicians there, Dr. C. B. Earle, 
said: 

“If Mr. Carroll. should be taken to 
prison now I believe he would either 
go insane or kill himself.” % 

That same night a nyrse, whose 
name I will not mention because she 
thought she was merely gossiping with 
a harmless and rather weak-minded 
drudge, said: 

“There’s nothing the matter with 
Mr. Carroll. If you or I would lie 
in bed for eight weeks and not eat 
much, we'd be weak, too.” 

Eight days as the only night or- 
derly caring, so to speak, for the 30 
male patients in @hat hospital con- 
vinced me they were both right—par- 
tially. 

I learned there was nothing organ- 
ically wrong with the playboy who 
played at perjury so tragically. Phys- 
ically, he was, and is, as sound as 
a man who lost 15 founds lying in 
bed eight weeks could possibly be. 

But certainly there was and is 
something mentally wrong with a man 
who starved himself, a man who lay 
there silently in mortal dread of a 
‘mere year antl-a day in a prison that 


senators, governors and congressmen 
have deigned to call home. A man 


who sent back juicy lamb chops to the 

kitchen untouched. and allowed his 

body to waste while he feared. A 

man who screamed in terror when a 

strange face appeared in his room.

Getting a job as night orderly proved 
extremely difficult, when you consid- 
er the job. 

I went in a straight reporter’s make- 
up—a three-day beard, run-down heels, 
great-kneed trousers, and pockets in- 
nocent of coin—to beat on ye hospital 
gate. 

Superintendent Mary A. Smith, a 
sympathetic and attractive gentlewom- 
an in the early September of life, did 
not appear too greatly moved by the 
story of the poor old tramp who 
wanted a job as orderly in her hos- 
pital, 

But after three days’ beating at the 
gate she gave me a job when the or- 
derly on duty resigned hurriedly (1 
know why now.) 

The duties of a night hospital or- 
derly are manifold but mostly unmen- 
tionable. They were, I learned with 
aches, attending every posible want of 
every possible patient, washing and 
drying dishes for the night meal of 
all employes, mopping and scrubbing. 
carting away the dead, and rushing 
those little portable bird bath arrange- 
ments around from bed to bed. 


Gets $10 a Week. 


For all this Miss Smith said my 
salary would be $10 a week and meals 
(wheu I had time to get em). But, 
be it said to her eternal credit, after 
I had worked from 7 p. m. to 7 a. m., 
without a night or a moment free for 
a week, she paid me $11. And the 
salary was fixed at that.

“Your achievement is a milestone 
of history,” said Chancellor Marx in 
his address to Chamberlin and Levine, 
out life.” 

Levine, in talking of his audience 
with President Hindenburg, said that 
the German president made the im- 
pression on him he had expected from 
seeing him in the moyies.

State and National Laws 
in Unison on Enforce- 
ment, Ex-Treasury Head 
Tells Mercer Students. 


-Maeon, Ga. June 8.—()—The 
south, by supporting the prohibition 
amendment, was consistent with its 
histerical advocacy of states’ rights, 
Wittiam G. McAdoo declared here to- 
night in a speech to the graduating 
clase of Mercer university. 

Mr. McAdoo declared that the 18th 
amendment gives to the national gov- 
ernment, as well as the states, a man- 
dat¢ to enforce “the prohibition law 
by appropriate legislation. In other 
words, with respect to prohibition en- 
forcement, the constitution establishes 
no division or distribution of powers 


between the federal government and | 


the state governments, but gives te 
both a coextensive grant of power. 


How can the doctrine of states’ rigtits 
be applicable in such a_ situation 
where the constitution draws no fine 
between state and federal power, and 
where, consequently. there can bh no 
question of the federal government in- 
vading a spltere of action which the 
constitution reserves exclusively for 
action by the states? . 

“The federal government in enforcing 
the prohibition amendment by federal 
action is not assuming powers which 
under the constitution belong to the 
states. It is exercising a power which 
the states have imposed upon it 
through the constitution itself. ‘The 
constitution expressly avoids attempt- 
ing to establish a divided authority 
and a divided jurisdiction. It eontem- 
plates united and complete coopera- 
tion by the federal government and 
the states over the whole of this field 
of regulation.” 

Enforce State Law. 

The former treasury secretary as- 
serted that if any state felt federal 
activity would be objectionable, ‘‘all 
that they have to do is to effectively 
enforce the amendment themselves.” 

Extension of federal anthority in 
this manner. he said, “is made neces-

far as the question of states’ rights 
is involved, it is, therefore, these lat- 


ter states which are the enemies of 
states’ rights and are doing ther ut- 
most to break down the principle of 
local self-government.” 

Mr. McAdoo told the graduates that 
the situation “is thus analogous in 
many respects to that which existed 
during the great debate over states’ 
rights in the middle of the last cen- 
tury. The south then felt that there 
were certain provisions in the con- 
stitutional compact which were de- 
signed to give it the protection that it 


pmeeded and which were being disre- 


garded by the states of another part 
of the country. 

“Its complaint against the federal 
government was precisely that the 
powers of the federal government were 
not being exerted to give to it the pro- 
tection to whjch it was entitled by the 
constitution. The situation is the 
same today. The vast majority of the 
states are in favor of prohibition. 
They require the enforcement of pro- 
hibition for the profection of their 
own institutions and standards of 
safety and human deeency. So long 
as this protection is not accorded them 
by the other states or by the action 
of the federal government, their 
rights as states are impaired in the 
same way that the civil rights and 
liberty of the individuals are im- 
paired when he is not protected 
against the lawless freedom of other 
members of society.” 


Nation-Wide Problem. 


The eighteenth amendment, Mr. 
McAdoo said, is a nation-wide problem 
which can only be dealt with in a 
nation-wide way by all the states “and 
in connection with which a limitation 
upon the action of some states is es- 
sential for the protection of the rest.” 

There are other questions of local 
nature, he explained, “which must be 
reserved strictly for state action,” 
adding that there are many forms of 
state action which cannot affect the 
interest of other states. He illustrated 
the different forms the state have for 
instituting criminal proceedings, elect-

“Similarly.” he continued, “matters 
connected with the suffrage and ele¢- 
tiops, registration laws, residence 
qualifications and the like cannot in 
any way affect or threaten the wel- 
fare of other states.

“It is the theory of Our govern- 
ment, fully supported by the United 
States supreme court, that these po- 
litical matters are matters for the 
determination, of the states.

Mr. MeAdoo said he had entered 
“into this discussion of the doctrine 
of states’ rights because it illustrates 
the way in which a historic doctrine 
can be misunderstvod, misinterpreted 
and warped to alien purposes by those 
who do not Share in the tradition 


which produced it and who attempt | 


to speak in a language which they | 
have not inherited. The doctrine of 
states’ rights as well as the whole 
historic position of the south in the 
years ‘before and-after the civil war 
has been largely misunderstood. 
“The southern doctrine of states’ 
rights has always been a doctrine of 
true nationalism. A nation dominated 
by. sectionalism is a nation where the 
rights of a large part of the people 
are accorded no protection against the 
aggressive selfishness of a narrow 
sectional group. The very purpose 
of government is to provide such pro- 
tection and when it ceases to do so 
it degenerates inevitably either into 
tyranny, on the one hand, or anar- 
chy on the other. 
“The very purpose of government 
is to repress scetional lawlessness in 
the interet of other parts of the 
country and to require that all hall 
obey the law.”

William G. McAdoo, former cabi- 
net member and presidential canidi- 
date, stopped over in Atlanta for a few 
hours Wednesday morning while en 
route to Macon, where he was to have 
addressed commencement exercises at 
Mercer university Wednesday night.

D. E. Kelly, attorney for the con- 
fessed slayer, in his opening statement 
to Judge Crumpacker, declared the de- 
fense would endeavor to show that 
Scholl's wife, stepmother of the chil- 
dren, Vivian, 8, and Donald, 6, was a 
co-conspirator and aide in the mur- 
ders. 

Mrs. Scholl now is living in Chicago. 
She has been sepafated from her hns- 
band several months and is suing him 
for divorce.

58. former chief of po- 
lice, was in. the Stark county jail to 
night charged with complicity in the 
killing almost a year ago of Don R. 
Mellett, Canton editor. 

An indictment naming him as the 
fifth conspirator in the plet that end- 
ed last July 16 in the death of the edi- 
ter was returned by the county grand 
jury late today. 

Lengel was arrested.a few minutes 
later as be sat with his family on 
the porch of his home. Taken to the 
jail, he requested that his attorney, 
W. Bernard Rodgers, be summoned. 
and soon after went into conference, 
with him 

He made no statement except to say | 
briefly that he was innocent. 

Lengel, white-haired veteran of 19, 
years’ connection with the Canton po- 
lice department, was drawn into the| 
case presumably by the testimony of | 
Flovd E. Streitenberger. a former de. 
tective under him. Streitenberger. 
now serving a life. sentence for the 
killing, was brought here from the 
Ohio penitentiary at Columbus to tes- 
tify. 

Lengel was the target of ‘many of 
Mellett’s editorial shafts, in a cain- 
paign he waged against vice and crime’ 
in Canton, He charged many times! 
that Lengel had knowledge of the al- 
leged conditions and when Mellett was 
killed the former chief had a_ libel 
suit “pending against him. It was 
never tried. 

Not long after the slaying Lengel 
was removed from office, the action 
being based mainly on the charge that 
he did not press the investigation of 
the editor's death. 

Three men are serving life sen- 
tences for the killing. In addition 
to Streitenberger. they are Patrick Mc- 
Dermott, alleged to have been the 
actual killer, and Ben Rudner, Mas- 
sillon, Ohio, hardware merchant, who 
was convicted of hiring MeDermott. 
Louis Mazer, Canton resort’ keeper. 
the first man indicted, has turned 
state's evidence and still is in jail 
awaiting trial.

New York, June 8.—(#)—Extreme 
nervousness characterized today’s 
stock market, but the day’s advantage 
appeared to be on tue side of those 
working for higher prices. An open- 
ing period of strength was followed 
around mid-day by a sharp sellirg 
movement, which was checked by a re- 
duction in the eall money rate from 
44 to 4 per cent. Prices worked 
higher during the afternoon under the 
leadership of General Motors, which 
sold just below the record high of 
203 1-2, and U. S. Steel common, 
which crossed 123 in large volume, al- 
though the day's net gain in each 
case was fractional. 

The day’s trade news had a bearish 
tinge. The Weekly Steel Trade Re- 
views reported a further gradual re- 
cession in output, and estimates of 
the decrease in the unfilled orders of 
the United States Steel corporation 
for last month, which will be made 
public Friday, were raised to 400.- 
000 tons or more.. A cut in tire 
prices brought fresh selling into the 
rubber shares, with U. S. Rubber com- 
mon touching a new low. 

Special buying again developed in a 
number of railroad shares. Revival 
of activity and strength in New York, 
Ontario & Western, which crossed 35 
to a new peak, was accompanied by 
reports that the New Haven railroad 
had disposed of its stock to the New 
York Central, but this was promptly 
denied by the president of the former 
road. Lehigh Valley soared over 8 
points to a new peak at 133}. New 
peak prices also were .registered by 
Denver & Rio Grande Western pre- 
ferred, Peoria & Eastern, Wabash 
preferred A and B, and Westen 
Maryland common and _ second pre- 
ferred. Texas & Pacific, New York 
Central, Reading, Rock Island and 


Lackawanna also registered substan- 
tial gains. 
Atlantie Refining Up. 

A sudden burst of activity in At- 
lantic Refining sent that stock up 
10 1-2 points to 124 1-2. Many of 
the other oils advanced in sympathy 
despite the record-breaking volume of 
crude oil production last week. Hovys- 
ton Oil was run up 5 points. Texts 
& Pacific Coal & Oil touched a new 
top at 18 7-8 and then sold down to 
16 1-2. Texas and Pacific land trust 
was again active. Opening at 36 it 
advanced to 38, broke to 33 1-4, ral- 
lied to 34 5-8 and closed off 1 3-8 

net. 

New strong spots developed among 
the specialties. City Stores re- 
sponded to reports of expanding earn- 
ings by touching a new high at 48 7-8. 
Brown Shoe preferred sold at 120 for 
the first time. Western Union was 
run up to a new top for all time at 
170 1-2 although President Newcomb 
Canton said he knew of no contem- 
plated action by the directors to war- 
rant an advance in the stock. New 
peak prices also we e registered bv 
Douglas Pectin, Equitable Office Build- 
ing preferred, Chrysler. Gabriel Snub- 
ber, General Americe. Tank preferred, 
Indian Motorcycle, Inland Steel pre- 
ferred, National Biseuit preferred, 
New York Air Brake, Pittsburgh Coal 
preferred, Snider Packing preferred, 
Remington-Rand and several others. 

Amusements Weak. 

Amusement shares were weak, Para- 
mount Famous Players breaking 
nearly 4 points to a new low at 
102 1-2.

Time money and commercial paper 

rates were unchanged. 
Active wheat futures dropped 1 to 
cents a bushel on realizing inspired 
by favorable weather reports but most 
of the other principal commodity mar- 
kets moved higher. Cotton rallied 1 
to 24 points and coffee closed 3 to 
11 points higher. Sugar prices held 
fairly steady.
